vironment Conservation 
Authority on the conserva= 
tion of historical and arch- 
aeological resources. in

Father Levangie reviewed ' 


the history of the museum 
from 1927 when under the 
leadership of Father Jan a 
group of citizens became in- 
terested in the preservation 
of the original log church, 
built in 1861, A make-shift 
shell erected around the 
church has now badly deter- 
iorated, He also described 
the ‘‘overwhelming’’ rese 
ponse to an invitation in 
1969 to volunteers to be- 
come involved in museum 
work, and what has been 
accomplished, with the help

Our trip to the 
Peace River

Our trip to Peace River 
was a very exciting one, 
We left from Legal on Mr, 
Real Champagne’s bus and 
he came along with the grade 
Seven class with his wife, 
and Mr, and Mrs, Tremblay. 
We had our lunch at the 
Slave Lake campsite which 
is very beautiful with its 
trees, lovely flowers and 
brightly painted tables. Our 
third and last stop of the 
day on the Legal bus was in 
Girouxville at around 3:30 
where we met the grade 
seven students and went to 
their homes, We were acc- 
epted warmly with open 
hands and this was very 
pleasing for us. 

On the second day of our 
four day trip we went to 
Mr. Laurier Ouellette’s 
honey plant, in Girouxville 
where we learned many 
things on bees and how honey 
is made, Mrs, Ouellette ex- 
plained everything for us. 
Bees come from California 
and make honey and bees- 
wax which is used for pol- 
ishes and candles. The bees 
are fed syrup in small pans 
in early spring and are set 
in the field in hives, two 
layers high, Later the bees 
feed on flowers, When the 
honey is made, the frames it 
is on are decapped and put 
into anextractor which takes 
the honey off. The wax and 
honey is put into a spinner 
which separates them. The 
honey is put in large bar- 
rels and sold at 25¢ a pound 
and the wax for 75¢, The 
frames are then put back in 
boxes and sent to the field 
again, One beehive must 
contain a queen, workers, 
and drones, The explana- 
tion was very interesting 
for us, 

Also that day we went to 
see the gorgeous church 
park of Girouxville and many 
of us took pictures of stat- 
ues, little bridges, and the 
church, We went to see the 
cemetery, beautifully de- 
corated with flowers, and 
followed little paths in the 
woods, 

In the afternoon we went 
to Blue Bridge for a picnic 
with the grade sevens of 
Girouxville and Jean Cote. 
This is a campsite and we 
all played football, base- 
ball and other games. Mr, 
Key and Mrs, Durand acc- 
ompanied us to Blue Bridge 
At 3:30 we went back to 
the homes again with the 
students from Girouxville, 

On the third day we went 
to see the Girouxville Mus- 
eum which is filled with 
lovely antiques, such as old 
lanterns and very old books, 
There were many animals 
beautifully stuffed and there 
were many old machines 
such as old drills, butter 
churners, and a 12 foot long 
Skidoo, Old rifles were in- 
cluded and old bear skins 
were hung on the wall, Mr, 
Tremblay’s brother Leon 
drew lovely pictures to put 
in the museum, Most of the 
pictures were of bishops of 
the Peace River country, 
We had a tour with Father 
Des Rocher who explained 
the history of the Peace 
River country which is the 
purpose of the museum, 


We went to Dunvagan 
Bridge for our first wiener 
roast which was followed by 
a series of others, We went 
on the suspended bridge and 
admired the beautiful hills 
covered with trees, We visi- 
ted a little museum and 
temple there which were 
built by missionaries, In 
the temple was an altar with 
a book on it for visitors to 
sign, The museum was filled 
with prehistoric rocks anda 
moose head, Then away we 
went to Peace River the 
place we were so anxious 
to see. We visited the statue 
of Twelve Foot Davis and 
then climbed the hill to his 
grave, Climbing the hill was 
a difficult task but very good 
exercise, The view was 
beautiful from up there, the 
rivers, trees, and houses, 
After this we travelled onto 
St. Isidore where we had a 
wiener roast on Mr, Leopold

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Sturgeon MD Approves 
Extensive Road Network 
Upgrading Program 


The regular June meet- 
ing of the Municipal District 
of Sturgeon held Thursday 
and Friiay of last week 
involved such a heavy agen- 
da that members of the 
council were worried wheth- 
er they'd get the work done 
in two days, As Reeve Wal- 
ter Van de Wallesaid, ‘with 
all the business we had to 
deal with, the delegations 
and all, we started wonder- 
ing if the meeting would 
carry into Saturday.’’ , But 
we made it, although we had 
to rush things a bit during 
the final hours of Friday 
night he said, 

Annual provincial road 
grants were received and 
come to $74,940, being 75 
per cent of this year’s pro- 
gram totalling $99,933, The 
remaining 25 per cent comes 
out of the municipal dis- 
trict’s public works budget. 

The present office posting 
and business machine, being 
outdated and showing wear 
has been traded-in on a new 
L-5000 computor which will 
handle payroll, the tax roll, 
assessment roll, general 
disbursements and other 
programmed functions, This 
item is a $25,600 expendi- 
ture which includes pro- 
gramming and the training 
of a staff member, This ex- 
penditure will appear in the 
1973 budget, 

The County of Parkland 
has agreed to participate 
with the MD of Sturgeon 
in a $30,000 project to up- 


grade and construct a four 
inch cold mix surface on 
125th Avenue between 149 
and 156 Streets, The County 
of Parkland’s portion will 
amount to $18,600 while the 
MD of Sturgeon’s share will 
come to approximately $12,- 
000, and will be in charge of 
the project, The upgrading 
of this vital avenue will be 
completed this year, 

A report was received at 
the meeting from the super- 
intendent of public works 
that the six-mile stretch of 
road, known as the Correc- 
tion Line, running between 
Highways 28 and 2 has just 
been hard surfaced by the 
Provincial Department of 
Highways and Transport, 

An application has been 
submitted by the Municipal 
District for adebenture loan 
of $100,000, from the Muni- 
cipal Finance Corporation 
for the upgrading of roads 
into the Sturgeon Industrial 
Area, The monies have been 
earmarked to upgrade 137 
Avenue, west of Highway 2 
and from 137 Avenue south 
on 156 Street to the City of 
Edmonton boundaries, 

In view of the liiited 
capacity of the refuse dis- 
posal grounds located south 
of Bon Accord, a delegation 
from the villages of Bon 
Accord and Gibbons met with 
the MD Council, pursuant 
to scheduled appointment, 
The villages had previous- 
ly been notified that the 
refuse disposal grounds will

4) Request to upgrade and 
pove 37A Highway from Na- 
mao east about seven miles, 

5) Upgrade and pave about 
three miles on the Ever- 
green Road from Highway 
15 east to the gravel pits, 

6) Riviere Qui Barre-Al- 
comdale SR 795 from the 
Correction Line, northerly 
for construction, upgrading 
and paving, 

A representative from the 
Village of Legal received 
approval in principle from 
the MD Council for the pur- 
chase of approximately 14 
acres of land for a sewage 
lagoon site. Council gave 
its approval subject to the
